KILLED BY BOMB. 


Paterson, N. J., Justice Loses 
Life as Result of the Re- 
lentless Pursuit of 

Wrongdoers. 


Death Laden Missile Concealed 
in Express Package Sent, It 
Is Believed, by An- 

‘ arehists. 


* 


Paterson, N. J., Feb. 8.—{Special. }—Robert 
Cortese, justice of the peace, was go shock- 
ingly injured by the explosion of an infernal 
machine in his office this evening that he died 
at midnight. 

The explosion was frightful. A hole six 
feet across Was torn into the floor, through 
which the office furniture fell to the base- 
ment. The buildings for blocks around were 
shaken as by a heavy earthquake. 

Italian criminals, of whom Cortese has been 
a relentless foe for years, are believed to have 
sent him the bomb which killed him. ; 

Cortese had been a justice for twelve years. 
He was shortly to be specially appcinted a 
sergeant of detectives in recognition of the 
active work aa a detective in aiding the police 
in running Italian and other criminals down. 

Only a short time ago he tracked a foreigner 
who had robbed his father of $1,800 and 
caught him in a Pennsylvania town. He 
brought him back here and the man was sent 
to prison for fifteen years. Two others were 
concerned in the robbery, but had not been 
located. 

Boy Receipts for Box. 

Cortese had been home to dinner, leaving 
his 17 year old son, Robert, in charge of the 
office. While the boy was alone in the office 
an American Express wagon delivered a pre- 
paid package. The boy receipted for it. 

The package was addressed to Justice Cor- 
tese and had been passed through the hands 
of the American and Welle-Fargo Express 
companies. The American Express com- 
pany’s label showed that it had received the 
box at Newark, but as it has no office at 
Paterson, it made delivery through Vella, 
Fargo & Co., its agent. 

When Judge Cortese reached the office 
Robert handed the package to him. 


Then the Explosion, 

“I guess this must be a present from some 
of my friends,“ said Cortese to the boy, and 
his son pressed him to open it at once and see 
what the present might be. 

Cortese pried opem the cover of the Dox with 
his pocketknife, and found tnside a package 
in heavy paper, around which a belt 
was buckled. He seized the strap and gave 


it @ yank. There was 4 flash of fire and a 


roar. 

The walls of the room toppled in on father 
and son. The floor opened like a cave be- 
neath their feet. A heavy door and two win- 
dows with their casings went through the 
front of the building into the street, and the 
whole structure rocked and drew apart in 
every joint. 


Found by Policeman. 

Policeman William Fitzpatrick was the first 
person to reach the scene of the explosion. 
He knew Cortese weil. 

What has happened to you, judge? Where 
are you?” cried the patrolman. 

Here, buried in here,“ answered Cortese 
weakly, from undera pile of débris. ‘“‘ Please 
get me out.“ 

Fitspatrick tore the wreckage off Cortese, 
but, working as hard as he could, he did not 
succeed in uncovering the man for nearly 
five minutes. Cortese’s left leg was hang- 
ing out of its socket. The right one was 
crushed, in his neck was a dgep gash, and 
his face bore only a remote semblance to 
the features ot a 8 being. His back was 
broken. 

Suffering as he was, the justice’s first 
inquiry, after his release, was for his son. 
Officer Fitzpatrick found the boy unconscious 
in another corner of the office, his face deep- 
ly lacerated and one of hie arms fractured. 
He will recover, 

Police Guard Dying Secret.. 

Father and son were taken with all speed 
to St. Joseph's hospital. Cortese realized 
fully when he reached there that he could 
not live through the night, and he asked that 
a stenographer be provided by the police so 
that he might make an ante-mortem state- 
ment. Soon after finishing the statement, 
which was guarded jealously by the police, 
Cortese became unconscious and at 11 o’clock 
he died. 

Cortese was one of Paterson’s best known 
men, and was considered a type of all that 
a citizen should bé. Among his countrymen 
only the criminal element had not a good 
word for him. He was fearless in his office. 
He leaves a wife and eight children. 


Believed to Be Dynamite. 

From the fact that the greatest force of the 
explosion was directed downward, it is be- 
ueved the infernal machine was filled with 
dynamite. Not a trace of the machine hae 
been found, although the police have 
gearched for some of it carefully, 

Another case which the police think may 
have some bearing upon the effair is that of 
a well to do foreigner who was found dead 
under mysterious circumstances a couple of 
weeks ago. Cortese aided the authorities in 
investigating that affair. 

Paterson has long been recognized as the 
hotbed of foreign anarchism. It was in this 
city, it will be remembered, that the plot for 
the assassination of King Humbert of Italy 
was laid, and it was from here that the as- 
sassin departed on his mission of death. 

The polic? have fought for years against the 
anarchists at Paterson and always received 
the assistance of Justice Cortese. He was 
Italian born, but a thorough American in 
sympathies and inetincts.

Fire Destroys His Big Country 
House Near Philadelphia.

ART COLLECTION IS BURNED. 


Amateur Firemen Hayl Apparatus for 
— Miles Through Snow in Vain. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 8.—{Spedcial.]— 
Lyndehurst, the big country home of John 
Wanamaker near Jenkintown, was destroyed 
by fire tonight. 

Of all the costly furnishings only a few 
Valuable paintings were saved, including 
Christ Before Pilate,’’ and “ Christ On 
Calvary,“ by Munkacsy. The total loss is 
estimated at $1,500,000. 

The house, which was closed for the win- 
ter, and in charge of a caretaker, stood near 
the York roed in the center of Mr. Wana- 
maker's thirty acre estate. The fire started 
about 7 o’clock in the western wing of the 
big building. An alarm was telephoned to 
Jenkintown and to Ogontz, wut before aid 
arrived the flames had spread throughout 
the house. 

Drag Fire Apparatus Far. 

The pioneer and independent fire companies 
from Jenkintown were the first to arrive, 
their apparatus being pulled and dragged | 
through the deep snow or by trolley cars for 
more than a mile. The old York road fire 
company of Bikins Park, the Ashbourne of | 
Ashbourne, two from Glenside, and all the 
suburban companies were rushed to the 
scene. 

When they arrived they found the water 
supply frozen and the flames spreading 
through the bullding with nothing to stop 
them. The frozen plugs were finally opened 


and several streams put on the fire together | 


with the chemical service of the old York road, 


company, but the weak streams made no i{m- | 


pression on the fire. 


When it was seen that the buflülng was 
doomed efforts were made to save some of the | 


many valuable paintings in the art gallery 
and the costly furniture andetatuary. The 
firemen and members of the police forces of 
Cheltenham and Jenkintown made their way 
into the burning building and at great risk 
pulled some of the valuable paintings from 
the walls. These, with a few articles of furni- 
ture, statuary, and bric-@-Drac, were piled in 
the snow on the lawns. 


Thousands Watch the Blaze. 

The fire was a spectacular one, and at- 
tracted thousands from Jenkintown, Wyn- 
cote, Ogont, Abington, Elkins Park, and Oak 
Lane. The flare lit up the skies for miles, 
being visible in the northern parts of Phila- 
delphia. Many suburbanites attired in even- 
ing clothes gave up dinner and theater en- 
gagements and rushed to the fire to aid in 
the work of saving some of the furnishings. 

At 9 o’clock the fire was at its height, the 
flames pouring from every tower and window 
high in the air and making a glare by which 
a newspaper could be read half a mile away. 
By midnight the place wasa ruin. 

Mr. Wanamaker and his family are residing 
at their winter home in this city. 

Priceless Collection Lost. 

Though no statement has been secured from 
Mr. Wanamaker as to the loss, it is authori- 
tatively state that it will reach at least 
$1,500,000. The house cost $1,000,000 and it 
contained a collection of furniture, brac-a- 
brac, tapestries, and paintings which Mr. and 
Mrs. Wanamaker have been forty years in 
collecting. 

Mrs. Wanamaker had beercollecting Vene- 
tian glass for many years and her collec- 
tion was regarded as one of the finest ex- 
tant. The furniture. was the most serious 
loss. There were fifty rooms in the house 
and each room was furnished in distinctive 
style of some period in the world’s history. 
Many of the furnishings were collected from 
the homies of royalty and cannot be replaced 
at any price. : .

NINE DIE IN EXPLOSION 
ON FRENCH TORPEDO BOAT. 


“Safety” Tube Bursts, Sending Flame 
Into Stokehole—Engineer’s Heroism 
in Vain.

L'ORIENT, France, Feb. 8.—Nine men were 
burned to death by an explosion on board 
the French torpedo poat Spod this morning. 

The engineer of the boat made a heroic at- 
tempt to save the lives of his companions and 
was terribly burned, but will not die. 

The boat, which was only recently 
launched, was undergoing a full steam power 
trial prior to going into commission. A 
technical naval committee was on board at 
the time. 

The trial was successful, but as the boat 
was returning to its anchorage a wafety tube 
forming part of the evaporation apparatus 
burst, and as a result a mass of flame was 
forced into the atokehole, where nine stokers 
were at work. Eight of the stokers were 
inatantly burned to death. Their bodies were 
practically reduced to cinders. The other 
stoker was severely injured and died soon 


afterward.

The money is sald to have “ evaporated ” 
somewhere between the office of Charles O. 


Adsit, a broker in stocks and bonds, at the 
first point mentioned, and the bank in the 
Tribune building at Dearborn and Madison 


streets. 
Bill Disappears in Transit. 

The broker is positive he started the money 
safely upon Its journey, and the bank officials 
are equally sure the money never reached 
their institution, while the negro messenger, 
who was intrusted with the wallet supposed 
to contain the bill, claims to be entirely in 
the dark as to what became of ft. In the 
meanwhile the movements of a dozen or 
more people are not going entirely unob- 
served. 

On Wednesday, just a few minutes pre- 
vious to closing time, the messenger, as had 
been his custom for a year and a half, hustled 
into the bank and withdrew from an outside 
coat pocket a bank book with a deposit slip 
for some $6,000, and then immediately pro- 
duced from an inside pocket a big wallet 
supposed to contain the amount specified. 
The slip registered a $1,000 bill, one $5 and one 
$10 bill, and the balance was in checks. The 
receiving teller first thought of the big bill, 
and after a hasty glance exclaimed: 

“ There is no $1,000 bill here,“ 

The messenger said he had kept the pack- 
age intact from the time he got it until he 
laid it down at the teller’s window. The of- 
fice of Mr. Adsit was immediately apprised 
of the loss. A general investigation was 
begun and the police were notified. 


Blame Disclaimed by Bank. 

The loss is not up to us under any con- 
ditions,” said one of the officials of the bank. 
“We are positive beyond dispute that the 
money was not in the wallet when our teller 
got it. One of our officials, fully aware that 
this, particular messenger carried large saug. 
saw the teller open the wallet, and no poseible 
mistake could have occurred at the bank 

Mr. Adsit refused to enter into detalls of 
the case, Claiming that he did not suspect 
anybody. From another source .. was learned 
that several employés had access to this 
money after it was made up.“ but that all 
the employés, like the messenger, are held 
in highest esteem by the broker.

000 NEST EGG FOR BIG SUM. 


Officers of the General Wducation 
Board Believe the Extraordinary 
Donaticn Made on Thursday by the 
O11 King Will Spur Others to IAke 
Benefactiona — Practically Every 
College in the Country Has Asked 
‘for Part of the Fund. 


New York, Feb. 8.—[{Special.}—John D. 
Rockefeller’s gift of $82,000,000 to the genera! 
educational board is declared to be the fore- 
runner of donations aggregating from $200,- 
000,000 to $250,000,000 within the next ten 
years. 

In other words, the officers of the general 
educational board expect the oil king’s gift 
to act as a spur to other friends of education 
throughout the country. 


board, when asked today if Mr. Rockefeller’s 
latest gift had resulted in any increase in 
pleadings for first aid to needy colleges,“ 
replied that this would be impossible, inas- 
much as the board had had applications for 
help from about all the educational institu- 
tions long before the news of the latest 
benefaction had got abroad. 


Rockefeller “Out of Business.’ ~ 

Frederick T. Gates, chairman of the board, 
talked in a general way of the donation and 
of some of the aims ot the general education 
board. Mr. Rockefeller, he said, is out of 
business.“ 

“I don't suppose he has been in this office 
for ten years,“ he said. 

* Do you know any special plan Mr. Rocke- 
feller may have in mind that prompted his 
contribution of $32,000,000 at this time?“ Mr. 
Gates was asked. 

“No, I can’t say that there was any special 
plan— I don’t know. Some weeks ago, per- 
haps longer, Mr. Rockefeller learned that the 
general education board could use much 
more money along the lines the board has 
been following, and the gift was then talked 
of first. Arrangements had been making for 
it ever since.“ 

“Then you know of no particular reason 
why Mr. Rockefeller and his son reserve the 
right to direct the disposal of two-thirds of 
the 332,000, 000?“ 

„ know nothing about that,“ was the re- 

ly. ; 

The fact Mr. Rockefeller and his son re- 
serve this right is no indication that they 
will not do 80.“ 

Securities a Secret. 

% As to the nature of the securities which 
Mr. Rockefeller announced he would give 
to the board yesterday, I know nothing.“ 
said Mr. Gates in answer to another inquiry. 
„ The securities are to be turned over to 
the board on or before April 1. We shall 
know nothing of them until that time. 

With money now on hand there is no 
doubt in the minds of the members of the 
board that through these conditional con- 
tributions we shall make during the next 
ten years, the sum of $200,000,000 or $250,- 
000,000 will have been raised for educational 
purposes throughout the country. Condi- 
tional gifts to colleges seem always to stir 
up enthusiasm among the supporters of such 
institutions. 

“When an alumnus, for instance, hears 
that his college will receive a certain sum 
provided a like or a greater amount is raised 
by subscription he goes down into his pocket 
giadly. The result is that the institution 
gets two or three times the amount it would 
if we gave the money unconditionally.”

JUDGE KAVANAGH TELIS LABOR 
MAN WHAT HE OWES STATE. 


Court Expresses Surprise When Tales- 
man Says “Sympathy” for Organ- 
ization Would Influence Verdict in 
Shea Case and Proceeds to Deliver 
Leeture on the Duty of Citizens— 
Eleven Jurors in Box—Darrow Out 
er's“ Absence Remarked. 


Judge Marcus Kavanagh, determined to 
play no favorites in his lectures on jury dodg- 
ing in the Shea trial, yesterday turned on 

** union 1 talesmen and made a five minute 
talk in open court, in which he pointed out 
the absurdity of labor “sympathy” in- 
fluencing a juror's sense of justice. A few 
days ago the judge rebuked business men 
in a similar manner. 

His remarks to the “union” talesmen 
preceded the selection of the eleventh juror, 
Fred W. Struebing, a cabinet maker, and 
formerly a union man, living in Des Plaines, 
III. It is believed the jury will be completed 
today. 

E. J. Nagle, whe had union “ leanings,” 
told the court that if drawn on the jury he 
would be inclined: to favor the defendants 
because they were members of labor unione. 

Lou mean you would let your labor sym- 
pathies interfere with your respect for the 
law?“ curtly demanded the judge. 

The talesmian responded in the affirmative. 


Law Laborer’s Best Friend. 

Now, that is strange,“ began the court. 
Do you know there is no other friend you 
have that is as good a friend to you as the 
law? It made provision for you before you 
were born; it enables you to wear that coat 
which you have on your back, the shoes on 
your feet, or some one stronger would take 
them away from you. 

It is a guard over your house,“ con- 
tinued Judge Kavanagh. “It protects you 
from burglars; it stands guard over your 
property, your reputation, your life; and if 
you are sick apd friendless it wild take care 
of you in the hospital; if you are dying it will 
protect your body. 

A man may be friendly to labor unions. 
Yes, but no labor union has ever been the 
friend to you that the law has been. 

The law makes it possible for you to earn 
wages; without it you could not collect 
wages, even though you earned them. You 
ought to have respect for the law above any 
other institution.“ 


Juror May Be Dropped. 

It was rumored one of the eleven jurors, 
Edward Kerwin, 29385 Groveland avenue, 
may be dropped today owing. to an investi- 
gation of his record made by detectives for 
the state. Kerwin, it is said, was arrested 
four or five weeks ago charged with beating 
a Chinaman and was fined for the offense. 
Assistant State's Attorney Miller entered a 
complaint against his serving om the jury, 
but this was opposed by attorneys for the 
defenee. 

Judge Kavanagh decided that the state 
must file a petition asking to have the exam- 
ination of Kerwin reopened It this is done 
the state will be at liberty to chaltenge the 
juror. Kerwin was the seventh juryman 
accepted. 

Darrow Retires from Case. 

Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow announced his 
withdrawal from the case, He said he had 
received a telegram calling him to Idaho, 
where he is to defend Haywood, Moyer, and 
Pettibone of the Western Federation of 
Miners, charged with responsibility for the 
assassination of the late Gov. Steunenberg. 
Mr. Darrow told the court he did not want 
to appear to be running away from the Shea 
case and hence made the explanation. 

The absence of Car Shea from the 
trial has begun to arouse comment. Shea 
has not been in court at all, with the ex- 
ception of the opening day. He was granted 
four days’ leave to visit his family in Boston.

TRUANT SAYS HUNGER MADE 
HIM DESERT JUVENILE HOME. 


‘Youngster Says Father Quille, Gives 
Boys Insufficient Food and No Hot 
Water to Wash In. 


Emil Dicks, 18 years old, who ran away 
from the Juvenile home, 365 Jackson boule- 
vard, said when arraigned yesterday before 
Judge Mack that he left because he had been 
mistreated by Father C. J. Quille; who is in 
charge of the home. Hé also told the judge 
the boys had poor food, little or no heat, and 
no warm water in which to wash. 

That's what I get for taking this boy out 
of the street and feeding him, giving him. 
clothes, and helping him in his search for 
work,“ said Father ute. The boy deserves 
punishment, and I admit I have punished him 
at times.“ 

Tou know, Father Quille, all I had to eat 
the morning I went away was a slice of 
bread and a cup of black coffee,“ the boy 
gaid. ‘‘I haven't anything against you, but 
we would starve to death if we tried to stay 
there and eat nothing else than that. The 
other boys who ran away left for the reason 
that I did—because they were hungry.”’ 

Father Quille explained that a steam pipe 
had been broken, and that it had been prac- 
tically impossible to have hot water. For 
the same reason the heat had to be turned off 
some time. Judge Mack ordered Dicks trans- 
ferred to the John Worthy school. 

Mrs. Martin Broderick, mother of one of 
seven boys who were arraigned on a charge 
of robbery, said she had been a member of 
Father Quille’s church, and he had inter- 
fered in her family affairs to an objectionable 


extent. 


GIRLS FLEE IN PANIC FROM 
FIRE IN A BUSINESS BLOCK. 


Sparks from Dynamo Start Blaze Which 
Causes Great Excitement, but Does 


Comparatively Small Damage. 


Sparks from a arnamo in the Typewriter 
Emporium, 202 La Salle street, started a fire 
yesterday afternoon which caused a panic 
among twenty girl employés there and 
threatened to destroy the five story office 
buflding. Girls working in the front office 
were driven to the street by the smoke. 

The flames spread to the rear of the next 
floor and smoke filled the hallways. Giris 
employed by the typewriting firm who were 
working on this floor fled to the street with- 
out picking up hats or coats, as did em- 
ployés of Sherman, Hitchcock & Co., on the 
same floor, and of H. O. Stone & Co: on the 
floor above.

EXPOSURE KILLS A HERMIT 


INQUEST REVEAIS MYSTERY or 
RECLUSE AT HAMMOND, IND. 


Henry Scholkes Helwig, Pardoned by 

4 King Frederick After He Had Been 
Sentenced to Be sud for Breach of 
Army Discipline Which Saved 
Troops from Defeat, Quits Germany 
and Comes to America—Frozen 
Dody Found in His Lonely Hut. 


The remarkablehistory of Henry Scholkes 
Helwig; the mysterious hermit of Hammond, 
Ind., was revealed in part yesterday at the 
inquest over his body, which was found frozen 
stark Thursday night in his little hut. 

Helwig was 60 years old, wealthy, and re- 
ported to be of aristocratic German lineage. 
Bruises on different parts of his head and 
ody led the police to suspect he had been 
murdered for his hoard, but Coroner Hoskins 
gave a verdict of death by exposure. Life 
had been extinct three days when the body 
was found. The bruises on his head, the doc- 
tors say, were caused by hie falling out of 
his bed. 

Saves Troops; Is Condemned. 

It developed at the inquest that Helwig, 
when he was an officer in the Franco- 
Prussian war, was charged with a breach 
of discipline in taking the command of a 
column from a superior officer during an 
engagement in which the Prussians had been 
routed. Later they rallied under his com- 
mand, but he was court-martialed and sen- 
tenced to be shot. While imprisoned in a 
fortress he was pardofled by King Frederick. 

Broken héarted, he fled to South America 
and became a soldier of fortune in several 
revolutions. He left Brazil fifteen years 
ago and came to New Orleans, later settling 
in Hammond, where he refused to talk to 
any one save a crony called Holtz. He had 
plenty of money and corresponded regularly 
with his relatives in Germany, but refused 
to return there. 

Wealthy Man Frozezn to Death. 

Nicholas Harder, 84 years old, of La 
Grange, was found dead early yesterday on 
the Burlington railway tracks at a deserted 
station called Bryn Mawr. From footprints 
in the snow it was evident that he had tried 
to enter the station. It is believed he died 
from cold and exposure. 

Mr. Harder was slightly demented. He 
left the house of his nephew, Herman Gies- 
ler, 61 North Brainard avenue, La Grange, 
at 5 o'clock Thursday evening, and as soon 
as his absence became known to his rela- 
tives a search was begun. 

A fireman on a passenger train saw the 
body of a man lying beside the tracks, and 
he notified the police at Western Springs, 
who found ghe body. Harder owned consid- 
erable real estate at La Grange and in that 
vicinity.

Maine. Iowa and Colorado abolished it 
at one time, but deemed it best to restore 
it. The same experience was Switzer- 
land’s, which, after five.years of abolition; 
restored the extreme pei The his- 
tory of the movement in world seems 
to show that, while there is a steady de- 
crease in the number of legal executions, 


favor of doing away with capita) punish- 
ment as humanitarian ideas gain force, 
there is at the same time a desire to- ro- 
tain the power of. repression which un- 
doubtedly attends the death penalty. 

The total abolition of capital  punish- 
ment is urged in the Illinois legislature. 
A number of the lawyer members have 
Taken the affirmative side of the question. 
The laymen have not expressed them- 
selves. There has not been of late a 
campaign against the death penalty so 
vigörous as some which have been con- 
ducted in other years, and the strong 
probability is that a majority of the peo- 
ple of the state, within and without Cook 
county, are in favor of leaving the law 
as itis. They do not wish the machinery 
of justice to be clogged by legislative ac- 
tion. They wish to preserve to the law 
the right to inflict the supreme penalty 
when deserved. 

If capital puniskment had deen abol- 
ished in this atate a few years ago, an 
atrocious murder like that of Mrs. Hol- 
lister would have provoked a popular de- 
mand for its restoration, and it would 
have been restored by this general assem- 
bly. That is what would happen if exe- 
cutions were to be forbidden by this or a 
subsequent legislature. Some hideous 
crime would be committed, a wave of in- 
dignation would sweep over the state, aud 
the law would be given its old vigor. 

Illinois juries can be trusted in murder 
cases not to impose an unduly severe pen- 
alty. Juries in this as in other states 
are becoming more and more unwilling to 
send a man to the gallows unless his 
crime is most abhorrent and his guilt un- 
disputed. Juries can be trusted not to 
hang the innocent, and the legislature 
should not tie ‘their hands.so that ade- 
quate punishment cannot be visited on 
those who deserve it. If a jury shall be 
unduly severe, there is a governor who 
can revise its decree and mitigate the 
penalty. The abolition of the death pen- 
alty would not be welcomed by the people 
of this city, who would rather have more 
murderers hanged than none.

He has explored Patagonia, has traveled 
all over Paraguay and the Argentine re- 
public, has traversed Brazil in every direc- 
tion, and, after crossing and the 
Andes several times, made his way via 
Chile and Peru up to Panama., where he be- 
came imbued with the conviction that the in- 
terocean canal would never be completed, a 
belief to which he adheres to this day, Lord 
Wolverton was in his younger days a most 
enthusiastic amateur actor, and his contem- 
poraries at Oxford recall with amusement 
his appearance before the footlights there 
im the feminine role of Mies Vesey, in 
the comedy “‘ Money,” and of his efforts to 

mmand and maintain a feminine pitch to 

e tone of his voice. 

The Gtyns, although strictly speaking a 
commercial house, deriving their wealth 
from the great Lombard street banking 
house with which their name has been iden- 
tified for a hundred years, can boast of an 
ancient origin. They are descended from 
Cilmin Troed-Dhu, one of the great tribal 
chieftains of Wales, and among their an- 
cestors was Meredith Ap Hwitkin, who,.in. 
1402, defended Carnarvon castle for Henry 
IV. against Owen Glendower. William 
Glyn of Glyn Liyvon held a commission from 
Queen Elizabeth, empowering him to admin- 
ister and regulate the Confraternity of 
Bards. Thomas Glyn was lord chief justice 
of England in the reign of Charles II., and 
one of his sons, who changed the spelling of 
his name to Glynne, became the ancestor of 
the Glynnes of Hawarden castle, so long the 
heme of the late William E. Gladstone, and 
now owned by his grandson, under the will 
of the latter's maternal granduncle, the late 
Sir Stephen Glymme. Then there was a 
Glyn who was lord mayor of London and 
representative? of the city in parliament in 
the reign of George II. 

George Glyn, head of the Glyn, Mills & 
Currie banking house and grandfather of the 
present peer, was raised to the house of 
lords as first Lord Wolverton, and married 
a daughter of Pascoe Grenfell, head of an- 
other great banking @ynasty. His son and 
successor, the -second Lord Wobverton, sup- 
ported Gladstone's home rule movement, to 
which his nephew, the present lord, is, how- 
ever, strongly opposed. The second lord's 
sudden death was followed by persistent 
stories of legal proceedings on the part of a 
well known actress, who put forward claims 
to his estate. But the matter was eventu- 
ally settled out of court.

Col. Sir Colin Scott Moncrieff, who Is now 
in this country delivering a course of lec- 
tures at the Lowell institute of Boston, is 
one of the, greatest authorities on the subject 
of irrigation tn the world. He is the reor- 
ganizer and creator of the present colossal 
system of irrigation in British India, where 
the canals aggregate in length the circum- 
ference of the globe. After thirty years 
spent in this work in India, he inaugurated 
a similar system in Egypt, where during his 
administration he brought about the aboli- 
tion of the system of corvee, or forced labor, 
which had from time immemorial been used 
for public works.. Since leaving Egypt, his 
services have been invoked as an expert 
on the question of irrigation by the Turkish, 
the German, and, above all, by the Russian 
governments, and it is in accordance with 
his advice and designs that the Muscovite 
> authorities are now carrying on @xtensive 
works in the shape of river regulation and 
canal construction in their transcaspian and 
central Asian possessions. Moreover, there 
is probably no living man who knows 80 
much about the valley of the Euphratesand 
the scheme for,the restoration of the superb 
system of irrigation which thousands of 
years ago brought so much prosperity and 
wealth to the Chaldean empire. 

It is needless to say that Sir Colin Scott 
Moncrieff is a Scotchman. He is but little 
over 70 years of age, and still wonderfully 
well preserved in mind and body. In fact, it 
is difficult, to realize the amount of im- 
mensely valuable work that he has crowded 
into the fifty years which have elapsed since 
he first received his commission as a young 
Heutenant of engineers in the army,. and 
certain it is that there are few men now liv- 
ing who have left their names more last- 
ingly carved upon the annals of their time 
than Sir Colin Scott Moncrieff.

When it is stated that the Shah Fath Ali 
had over 1,000 wives and left 6,000 ‘living 
descendants at the time of his death, it will 
be readily seen that the new ruler of Persia 
is a reformer of the most radical type and 
a man imbued with principles and views cal- 
culated to commend him to the good will of 
western nations. 

Let me add that the shah belongs to the 
ancient @ynasty of Kajar, which traces, its 
descent in an unbroken line from Japhet, the 
son of Noah.

| After weighing the matter of the publica- 
tion of these reminiscences he went forward 
and publietiead them. He does not recount 
Moltke's heroic deeds. He tells us of him in 
his home Gen. Lord Methuen writes a few 
worde of introduction to the English trans- 
lation of the book, more because of hie pleas- 
ant relations with the author and of his 
friendship with the field marshal’s nephew 
and later with Moltke himself. Lord Methuen 
compliments Mr. Dressler, who, by the way, 
used to give him lessons on the violin, on 
the charming way he has told his story. Ot 
Von Moltke himself he says: 

„Me had thet singular charm of manner 
which we associate with the term ot a high 
bred English gentieman. To soldiers he set 
the example of how to work through and for 
others, not to play for our own hand, and 
not to seek to enltiahce our own interest 
by means of ‘cea ment. 

During his officiel life the field marshal 
spent the greater part of the day in his office, 
where he transacted all his official business: 

“Tt was a stately room with three large 
windows and a balcony, extending almost 
the breadth of the room, which heoften used. 
He would walk slowly to and fro, but not 
near the railings, lest he should be seen. 
The furniture was in the old German style— 
solid and comfortable. Above the large oak 
bookcases the walle were covered with fresco 
battle scenes. A broad, tiled stove, contain-. 
ing the hot water apparatus for heating the 
room, occupied one corner, and in another, 
near the bedroom, was an open fireplace 
where beechwood loge burned, and the field 
marsha! liked to sit before it, lost in thought, 
as he gazed at the flames.“ te 

In striking contrast to the richnese of the 
other rooms in his house was the simplicity 
of the field marshal’s little bedroom. A 
camp bed, washing stand, sofa witha table 
before it, two armchairs, and a table by the 
bed completed the furniture. There was only 
one thin blanket on the bed, and it was not 


to have warmer bed covering. The walls 
were painted a light color, but were with- 
out any decorations. 

His wife's portrait hung above the sofa, 
and a bible lay on the table, and he read in 
it every evening before going to sleep. It had 
belonged to his mother. 


The field marshal-was an early riser. It 
was not until a few’ years before his death 
that he took to getting up at half past 7. 
His breakfast usually consisted of a cup of 
tea and a roll, which was brought to him 
after he had had half an hour's walk through 
the suite of rooms, wearing his dressing 
gown, and a little black cap on his bald head, 
He walked with folded arms from his bed- 
room to the music room. 

He dressed directly after his early break- 
fast. He did not require shaving. having 
lost the hair not only from his head, but 
also from his face. = 

The field marshal considered it a bore to 
have to change his linen during the day, for”, 
he put it on fresh every morning. Mr. 
Dressler remembers he had an engagement 
after a busy day in the park at Creisau, and 
his niece begged him to put on a fresh 
shirt. 

“What do you mean? he replied, and 
disappeared. 

After they were in the carriage he gave 
his niece a roguish look, and proudly pointed 
to his shirt. She expressed her pleasure 
at his compliance, upon which he was silent 
for awhile, and then said: 

Look here, you haven't noticed it a bit: 
The brush did it.” 
He had rubbed the spots off with a brush. 
Von Moltke liked good food, but he wanted 
it to be simple. Soup, vegetables, a roast, 
and a sweet were all he ever took for din- 
ner. He did not like dinner parties, “ Every

FIELD MUSEUM PLANS READY 
FOR WARD’S LIGHTNING BOLT. 


South Park Board Grants Final Ap- 
proval for Erection of Building— 
Court Controversy to Come Soon. 


The job of blocking the construction of the 


obatacle to an immediate commencement of 
building operations was removed yesterday, 
when the south park commissioners at a spe- 
cial meeting gave final approval to the plans 
submitted by the museum trustees and 
signed a contract giving the trustees the use 
of a site in Lake Front park at the foot of 
Congress street. 

The signing of the contract was merely a 
formality and the action was taken without 
discussion. Bach of the park commissioners 
had examined the plans inglividualty and, in- 
deed, had already voted on the museum 
proposition. Subsequently the executors of 
the Field estate modified the contract so as 
to limit the trustees to an immediate ex- 
penditure of not more than §3,000,000, and 
the changes in the contract made another 
vote of the board necessary. 

It is probable that John Barton Payne, at- 
|. torney for the museum trustees, will not 
| allow George P. Merrick, Mr. Ward’s counsel, 
to carry out hie plan of deferring Mr. Ward's 
Attack on the museum until building opera- 
‘tions are actually begun, A conference has 
been held between the two attorneys, and, 
while. no definite plans have been agreed 
upon, it is said that the legal battle will be 
precipitated by some such “ overt act” as 
the driving of a stake, the formality serving 
as a lightning rod to attract Mr. Ward's in- 
junction and carry the dispute to the courts 
to be settled. If thie course is followed 
building. operations, when they are once be- 
gun, will be carried on without interruption. 

The attack of Mr. Ward on the museum 
will come in a few days, said Mr. Payne, 
% whatever the method of starting the con- 
troversy may be. We shall certainly try to 
gettle the matter before contracts for the 
construction work are entered into.
